000,000, raised by the sale of 50,- 
000,000 acres of public land, to the 
purpose of compensating the owners 
of female slaves. The slave women 
would be purchased and freed, and 
their sons, as well as their daugh-. 
ters, born thereafter would be free. 
The men slaves would not be freed, 
but with the death of that genera- 
tion slavery would cease to exist.

Saad at Museum Include Ro- 
din’s “‘Despair” and Head of 
Child by Da Settignano. 
| 


ture in marble recently have been 
placed on temporary exhibition at 
the City Art Museum in Forest Park. 
The oldest of these pieces is a smail 
marble head of a child attributed 
_to Desiderio da Settignano, a Flor- 
‘'entine sculptor of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. The next in point of age is a 
head representing the Virgin of Sor- 
| by Tiberio Calcagni (1532- 
1565); and the third piece is an ex- 
ample by the modern French sculp- 
tor, Auguste Rodin (1840-1919). 

The piece ascribed to Desiderio da 
Settignano (1428-1464) is the head 
,and bust, about life size, of a boy 
| perhaps 2 or 3 years of age It is 
characterized by the suavity and ex- 
pressiveness of modeling and the 
‘fine feeling for the innocent, gcuile- 
| less spirit of childhood which dis-/& 
_tinguish the works of the great 
school of sculptors who flourished 
during the brilliant period of the, 
high Renaissance at Florence. The, 
individualization of the features 
leaves no doubt that this little head 
was the actual likeness of a child, 


| Three notable examples of sculp- 
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no doubt a member of some noble ™® 


Florentine family. 
Iéfelike Effect Is Given. 

At the period the head was made | 
it would have been considered pre-. 
sumptuous to fashion a portrait 
Statute of a child, portraiture being | 
reserved for great national heroes or 
_other eminent personages. This dif- 
ficulty was met, however, by repre-. 
senting children in the role of the 
Christ Child and placing the statues 
in churches or chapels. There is ev- 
|ery reason to believe that the piece 
/now at the Museum belongs to this 
class of religious sculpture. The 
surface modeling of the little head 
‘is exquisite, there being no dead or 
| meaningless planes. Each feature is 
‘so significantly and sympathetically 
treated that the whole effect is re- 
| markably lifelike. In this respect 
the piece may be said to possess in 
no small degree the rare sculptural 
| quality called “‘tactile’’ value, that is, 
the quality of producing through the 
}medium of the eye an effect upon the, 
'mind analogous to that received |

Desiderio da Settignano, to whom 
this unusual head is ascribed, is.

He was one 
of the foremost pupils and followers 
of Donatello and his child types were | 
no doubt inspired by the numerous 
delightful “putto” or child angels 
created by the latter. Donatello, how- 
ever, was concerned only with gen-

ligious art by sterner forms. 
The marble bust of the Virgin of 
Sorrow which is at the Museum. is 


ascribed to Tiberio Calcagni and be- | f 


longs to a slightly later period in the 
development of the Italian renais- 
sance. Calcagni was both painter 
and architect and was a pupil of 
Michael Angelo, whom he is thought 
to have assisted in certain instances 
He has represented the Virgin of 
Sorrow a8 possessed of thin, delicate 
feaures 
of weakness. Her head is inclined to 
the front, the face expressive of sup- 
pressed but intense anguish. The 
thin folds of a large mantle which 
envelops the head are carved with 
great skill 
Rodin's “Desxpair”’ on View. 

The marble figure by Auguste Ro- 
din is entitled “Despair.” The piece 
iS & striking example of this great 
sculptur's understanding of the effect 
of overwhelming «motion upon the 
human form. It shows a man of pow- 
erful physique lying prone upon the 
ground in the first violent throes of 
hopeless despair. The legs are con- 
vulsively drawn under the torso, one 
hand clutches at the head. the other 
is clinched at the side. The intense 
suffering shown by the poge is ac- 
eentuated by the powerful muscles. 
Grawn and knotted in anguish The 
piece Was probably executed about 
1890 and exhibits evidence of having 
been finished by the hand of the 
master himeelf, rather than bv his 
pupils and helpers as were many of 
his later works. It was Rodin’'s cus- 
tom to work over his marble figures 
with a small file. breaking down the 
angular transitions between planes 
and so modifying the surface as to 
produce a delicate interplay of light 
and shadow, which is one of the dis 
tintruishing characteristics of his bext 

work in marble The figure now at 
the museum exhibits throughout evi- 
du nee of this treatment at the hands 
of the master, whose practiced eve 
demanded a more subtle gradation 
of planes than the marble cutters 
were able to achiewe 

Auguste Rodin was one of the most 
original and powerful of the modern 
sculptors of France and has exercised 
& profound influence upen the course 
of modern seulpture So perfect was 
his knowl dee of anatomy that at 
time Re Was accused of making 
Tasia directly, from the living mode! 

He did not hesitate. however. to sac. 
rifice anatomical! eerrectnegs in at. 
tempting to give forcible expression 
to his favorite theme—the ‘parox 
yams of hu passion from delight 
i te torture.”
